The PIret CJabe. 


Like the buses, cabs were introduced 
from Paris, but some ton years earlier, 
or, say. about 1820. Although its type 
was not at all settled, the cabiriolet was 
a little, hoodshaped vehicle, quite above 
its axle, and «therefore very high and 
diffloult to get into. It was only intend 
ed to carry one passenger, thongh two 
slim ones who did not mind squeezing 
could generally manage to Hud room. 
The driver sat on a little shelf or perch 
on the right hand side, quite outside 
the body of the machine. 
This was an 
English innovation. In Paris driver and 
faro shared the same seat, aud this was 
continued here for private cabriolots. 


The ingenious Mr. .Toseph Hansom, 
who was an architect of Hinckley, 
Leicestershire, how*ever. bethought him 
in 1834 that if he used larger wheels and 
suspended the body of the cab betwren 
them, the vehicle would hold two easi 
ly, or three at a piuch, would balance 
better, be easier to draw, and safer if 
the horse fell. Further improved by 
putting the driver behind and the axle 
under the seat, tho invnntion soon made 
its way. and by the fifties the hansom 
was as much the favorite cnb of London 
as as it is today. The original patent is 
dated Dec. 38, 1834.

»■’^udont of criminology, and one which 
is ma<le the moro complex by the fact 
that the ages of 21, 27 aud 45 years 
nearly equal it. with the intervening 
years showing a far less percentage of 
crime. 


It is indeed peculiar that the crim­ 
inal tendency should be so strong at 2Ö, 
with no such inclination, so far as crim­ 
inal statistics show, in as great a degree 
for the succeeding 10 years aud then 
another outburst of the animal in man 


This condition is found to be true by 
actual figures, aud usali statistical com­ 
putations at which average ttonditions 
are sought to be determineil are arrtved 
at by this method, so nuiy the student 
of this sabject as well as the insurauce 
magnate who bases his rates on tho gen­ 
eral average of losses in proportion to 
the risks taken, aud does so with full 
safety, employ it iu solving the problem 
before him.—Chicago Times-Hei*ald.

It was agreed that the island must be 
annexed for without it our western 
coast could not withstand an onslaught 
from the navy of a hostile foe. With 
the possession of Hawaii by the United 
States, it was argued that no foreign 
fleet could attacK our western coast. 
No man-of-war could carry coal enough 
to cross the Pacific if Honolulu was 
shut to them as a coaling station. If 
there is one reason why the annexa­ 
tion should not speedily take place that 
reason was entirely ignored. 


Hon. N. A. Hamilton was the toast­ 
master. He is a ready wit, an elo­ 
quent speaker, but last night, with 
his face illumined with deep though 
becoming blushes, his eyes dropping as 
the youth in his first attempt to speak, 
this master of the 
platform broke 
down. It occurred in the first appear­ 
ance of the toastmaster. He had con­ 
vulsed the guests once or twice. He 
said that Hawaii was a na-tion-al ques­ 
tion, but suddenly biting off his speech 
he corrected himself with a thunder­ 
ing yell, “nat-ion-al.” 
There was 
laughter that was almost boisterous. 
As the sides of the guests had nearly 
ceased to vibrate the toastmaster in an 
unconcerned, meek manner, remarked, 
“Kither pronunciation is right.” An­ 
other explosion of mirth followed. 


Mr. Hamilton had captured the Twi­ 
light club. He had things bis own 
way. But from his soaring heighths 
of heaven he suddenly dropped to— 
in other words the captor became the 
captive. The orator who had made the 
guests his playthings,turned his speech 
to thoughts of love. As he touched 
the tender cords his subject over­ 
whelmed him, he stopped, he repeated, 
he broke down. Ihose who had ap 
plauded his wit were as faithful to ap 
plaud his woe. 


Mr. Hamilton said that Uncle Sam 
always hadao eye for the beautiful and 
that for years be had been watching 
Hawaii. 


“And as her charms matured—” and 
suddenly the orator ceased to speak 
and the warm room rushed a tinge of 
color to his face. 


“And as her charms matured,” be 
rei^ated earnestly, and the beat took 
a little deeper lodgement in his cheek. 


There was a painful silence and in 
a voice of desperation the orator the 
third time remarked: 


“And as her charms,” and the toast­ 
master got no farther. The pretty red 
that had played about the speaker’s 
face now extended itself to his well de 
fined ears and even to the hairless spot 
on his head was the prevailing color 
visible. 


In all directions wore faces filled with 
the pain of sympathy. The master or­ 
ator, though crushed, asserted himsel 
and the looks of pain were transformée 
into shouts of joy: 


“As long as I live I never will at 
tempt to learn a speech a^ain.” 


The uproar cannot be described. It 
was a feature of the evening and may 
induce the speaker to break down the 
next time an opportunity is ort’ered. 


Mr. Hamilton presently fished out 
his manuscript and learned that as the 
charms of Hawaii matured that Uncle 


ministration is changed and ^the post- 
offices are changing.

“If any one ot you supposes

You’re ralstauen.” 


The congressman is an enthusiastic 
believer in the annexation of the isl­ 
and put himself on record in a good ad­ 
dress.

Hawaii was a nt cesslty as a protection 
to our western coast and he would an­ 
nex it on the same principle that he 
would buy big guns for coast defences. 
' 3e vigorously showed that unless the 
Jnlted States annexed the island some 
other nation would. Hawaii was Am­ 
erican by choice. From choice it had 
put up the stars and stripes four years 
ago, and though they were pulled 
down there were willing hands to re­ 
place the old ilag.

Hon. Lorin A. Thurston, the Ha­ 
waiian minister who is empowered to 
negotiate an annexation treaty with 
the United States, was next introduced. 
His grandfather was sent to the Sand­ 
wich islands as a missionary and now 
the grandson returns representing a 
free and enlightened efovernment. 


Mr. Thurston made an address filled 
with facts and figures showing the ad­ 
vantage and necessity of the proposed 
annexation. The i>eople are not dis­ 
couraged. They have been working 
for annexation five years and have been 
rejected but once. They have the ex­ 
ample of Texas in mind and expect to 
persevere 
“If you have a navy you must have 
Hawaii. If you do not secure Hawaii 
you must go out of the navy business.’* 
The speaker recited the fact that there 
never was a period when nations kept 
such large standing armies and such 
preparations for war were going on as 
at »present. 
Multiplied commercial 
blessings would come with annexation 
as well as giving Uncje Sam a com­ 
manding position should war arise. 


The i^dress was convincing that an­ 
nexation was very desirable. 


In the absence of Auditor General 
Dix, W. F. Sesser of St. Joseph res­ 
ponded to the sentiment, “Queen Lil 
and other queens. ” He gave an inter­ 
esting account of the first time he saw 
Queen LU, a bit ot Hawaiian history 
and then paid a glowing tribute to the 
American queens, the queens of our 
homes.

SUFREME OOXTBT BEVESSE JUDO- 
XENT IN OOLB7-POBTMAN OASE 


A New T rial Ordered in the Frooeedinir 
Brouirht to Determine Owner­ 
ship of Piano. 


The supreme court has found an er­ 
ror in the proceedings had in the cir­ 
cuit (court in the action brought by 
Mrs. Emma Colby against Mrs. Homer 
A. Portman to determine the owner­ 
ship of a piano, replevined liy Mrs. 
Colby from Mrs. Portman and claimed 
by her to have been a present to her 
trom her father-in-law, Charles Colby, 
and has handed down an opinion re­ 
versing the judgment obtained by the 
)laintiff in the circuit court and order­ 
ing a retrial. 


In Its opinion the supremo court, the 
plaintiiT claims, susUiins every proposi­ 
tion she has advanced and reverses the 
case upon an error of the court in his 
nstructions to the jury. Touching up­ 
on this point the opinion says: 


The defendant’s counsel asked the 
court to instruct the jury that, ‘Unless 
Charles Colby, sr., was the sole owner 
of the piano in question he could not 
make a lawful gift of it.’ This request 
was given, but the court added to it 
the following: ‘Without the consent 
of the other joint owner.’ Error is as­ 
signed upon this modification of the re- 
queist, which might mislead the jury. 


“One other contention is made which 
we think of importance to notice. The 
court charged the jury that: 
‘There 
s perhaps a mass of rubbish in the case 
which has been introduced which has 
no vital bearing on the case whatever, 
but it is here before you and you must 
throw it aside. 
You will have to sift 
the evidence and throw out what really 
has no bearing upon the case and get 
at the real facts which bear uix)n the 
ssue.’ 


•‘It was the duty of the court to pass 
upon the advisability of the evidence, 
f any evidence has been admitted 
which the court subsequently tiiought 
should not have been admitted that 
portion should have been pointed out 
specifically and the jury directed to 
disregard it; but it was an error for the 
court to submit the whole evidence to 
the jury and then direet them that if 
they found a oart of it rubbish they 
might disregard it. Such the charge 
eft to the jury to determine what was 
and whai# was 
not competent evi­ 
dence.” 


James O’Hara appeared as counsel 
for the plaintiff and Plummer & Rlford 
and Valentine & Ellsworth for the de­ 
fendant.
